‘When a‘ hewspaper rearranges its editorial policy, there 
are bound to be certdin factions who will come out in favor 
‘of the fresh approach, There are others still who will curse 
the new system up and down, wishing that the unfortunate 
‘editor would slowly fade away from lack of ink in his pen or 
some other equally dire affliction. But thankfully, editors, 
unlike old. soldiers, don't fade away. However, some folks 
‘may derive satisfaction from the thought that they do die a 
thousand mental deaths when bombarded with verbal rocks. 
But the realization of accomplishment minimizes these dif- 
“HGUIt moments and makes one keenly aware of the powerful 
‘good to be derived from the printed word. 

‘At very best, even:in a middle of the road policy, a news- 
paper is constantly being praised or damned. When the lit- 
‘rary method chasen is that of public opinion, the peréentage 
of feelings In both camps 1s practically doubled. While this 
dauses editorial ulcers, it also creates local controversy, which 
is often the first stone on the path to community improve- 
nyent. 

You could compare public opinion to many thrusts of 
candlelight piercing the darkness. Occasionally, as each 
beam of truth cuts through the blackness, a face or two ti 
revealed in the harshness of reality. This is not intentional, 
but when groping for the truth, it is difficult to know what 
lies'in the path of enlightenment. No one system can’ ever 
promise perfection. We can only search for an ideal correct- 
nesa of purpose, bearing in mind that the search, the desire 
of man to achieve goodness, is perhaps the only real per- 
fection that can ever be attained. 

Tt is to this end that we use public opinion in our com+ 
munity. The problems themselves may never be resolved 
today or even next year, but the moral and mental fibre of 
the men who pursue that dream of perfection will ever serve 
to strengthen the Immortal Spirit which is American Dem-
